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BEHIND THE SCENES AT 
THE PLAYHOUSE 


ARTHUR SIRCOM, artistic wizard 
responsible for the excellence of the 
Playhouse productions, has spent 
eight summers on the Dennis Staff 
as Stage Director. Boston born, and 
a son of Old Eli, where he studied 
under Monte Woolley, and later re- 
turned to serve as anassistant pro- 
fessor and special lecturer in 1940 
and 1941 at the Yale Drama School, 
Mr. Sirecom has directed 32 plays on 
Broadway, from his first ‘‘Spring- 
time For Henry’’ (of which he was 
also co-producer) to ‘‘Ramshackle 
Inn’’ with Zasu Pitts. He has also 
directed four films for RKO and 
Paramount Pictures. Mr. Sircom is 
no stranger to the ‘‘ins’’ and ‘‘outs’”’ 
of summer theatres. Twenty years 
ago he had his own theatre at Mil- 
ton-on-the-Hudson, and from there 
he went to direct plays at Millbrook, 
New London, Bar Harbor, Westport, 
Locust Valley, Newport, Montelair, 
Bueck’s County and countless other 
‘‘straw hat’’ stops. Mr. Sircom has 
not only a philosophy of direction 
that is sheer genius, but also an 
acute sense of ‘‘discovery’’... con- 
firmed by audiences the nation over 
... Le. witness the fact that Anne 
Baxter, Martha Scott, Gregory Peck 
and Bobb Ryan are among the stel- 
lar hehts in films and the theatre 
today; due to Mr. Sircom, who 
brought them to the Playhouse, 
where they could begin to build 
their theatrical careers. 

Last winter, Mr. Sircom headed, 
for his second consecutive year, the 
Dramatic Department of the Mae- 
Phail College of Music and Drama 
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in Minneapolis. This institution is 
the largest of its kind in the country, 
having a professorial staff of 125. 
Mr. Sireom also directed the new
